Railroads and Amounts to a Partial 


Victory for the Men in Wages and 


W orking Conditions— Railways and 


Employes Both Appear to Be Dissat 


Isfied W ith the Outcome. 


W ashington, Nov. 25.— T h irty thou­ 
sand locomotive engine« rs on fifty-two 
Eastern railroads gain a partial vic­ 
tory in their demand for more wages 
under the uward announced by the 
board of arbitration. 
In its decision, however, the board 
holds that the public, which had no 
voice in the controversy and no choice 
but to abide by the decision, had more 
at stake than either engineers or rail­ 
roads and the report emphasizes the 
necessity of plans to safeguard the 
public against the possibility of a fu­ 
ture strike, whose consequences it de­ 
picts in somber vein. 
“ It would be difficult to exaggerate 
the seriousness of such a calam ity,” 
reads the report. 
“ It is safe to say 
that the large cities of the East would 
find the supply of many articles of 
food exhausted within a week. 
Of so 
important a commodity as milk they 
would have no more than a day’s sup­ 
ply. 
If a strike of this character last­ 
ed for only a single week the suffer­ 
ing would be beyond our power of de­ 
scription. 
The interests of the public 
so far exceed those of the parties to a 
controversy as to render the form er 
paramount. 
To this paramount inter­ 
est both the railroad operators and 
the employes should submit.” 


Urges Wage Commissions. 


To place such u strike beyond the 
realms of probability the l»oard advo­ 
cates the creation of federal and state 
wage commissions. 
These commis­ 
sions. the board suggests, should be 
vested with practically the same pow­ 
ers over organized labor as public util­ 
ities commissions now exercise over 
quasi-public corporations. 
" It is the belief of the board,” con­ 
tinues the decision, “ that in the last 
analysis the only solution is to qualify 
the principle of free contract in the 
railroad service.” 
From this suggestion P. H. M orris­ 
sey, the representative 
of the engi 
neers on the board, dissents. 
W h ile the award increases wages on 
some railroads and for some classes 
of service it holds that a general in­ 
crease on all roads is not warranted 
The award dates bark to May 1 last 
and w ill hold for one year from that 
dute. 
Mr. M orrissey, representing the 
engineers, already has indicated doubt 
as to its renewal. 
In the past, with 
several notable exceptions, the con­ 
tracts between the roads and the en­ 
gineers have been renewed annually. 
The attitude of the railroads, as out­ 
lined in a statement by President Dan­ 
iel W illtnrd of the Baltim ore and Ohio 
railroad, 
who 
represented 
the rail­ 
roads on the arbitration beard, Is like­ 
wise indefinite as to the future. 


Disappoints the Railways. 


“ My acceptance of the award as a 
whole does not signify my approval of 
all the findings in detail," said Presi­ 
dent W tliiard. 
He added that, “ al­ 
though the award is not such us the 
railroads had hoped for” nor such as 
they felt Justified by the facts, “ they 
now accept without question the con­ 
clusion which was reached.” 
The board found that on some roads 
■ nd for certain classes of service the 
compensation was too small and there 
fore introduced into the award 
the 
principle of a minimum wage for the 
entire district. 
The 
award, 
which 
dates bars to M ay 1 
last and 
will 
stand for one year, settles the most 
important 
Am erican 
labor 
dispute 
submitted to arbitration since the an­ 
thracite coal strike in 1902. 
Following are the more important of 
the board's award: 
In passenger service, a minimum 
wage was granted of 14.25 for 10u 
miles or less; and an overtim e rate of 
56 cents per hour with an average 
speed of twent v miles per hour. 
In through freight service a m ini­ 
mum was granted of $4.75 per day of 
100 miles or leas, with overtim e pro 
rata after ten hours. 
in local freight service 2*5 cents ad­ 
ditional to the through freight rates 
was granted. 
In switching service a minimum of 
94.10 per day of ten hours or less was 
granted. 
A ll existing rates higher than the 
minimum granted by the board are 
continued in force.

Great Northern Officials Killed 


When Gar Turns Turtle. 


St. Paul, Nov. 25.— Howard Jam es, 
director of 
purchases of the 
Great 
Northern 
railroad, 
and 
Samuel 
B. 
Plechner, 
purchasing 
agent 
of 
the 
same road, were instantly killed when 
the automobile In which they were 
driving turned turtle and crushed them 
to death. 
Mrs. Plechner, Miss Helen Jam es 
and Miss Maragret Mann, who were 
riding In tho same car with the two 
men, were uninjured, although all are 
Buffering from the shock. 
Mrs. Plech­ 
ner lacerated her wrist atfer the ac­ 
cident in pulling Miss Mann from un­ 
der the car. 
The accident happened directly in 
front of Jam es J. H ill's country home, 
North Oaks. 
Em ployes from the H ill 
home assisted In removing the car 
from 
the 
bodies 
and 
helped 
place 
them on a truck. 
The bodies were 
taken to the H ill granary and later 
brought Into St. Paul. 
The disaster was the result of an at­ 
tempt on the part of Mr. Jam es to 
drive ahead of another car 
The spot 
where the accident oc­ 
curred is filled in with sand. 
The 
outside wheels of the Jam es machine 
lost their grip in the soft going and 
toppled a second on two wheels. Then 
the large machine slowly turned over.

est former record was 9:4,626,000,000 
In 19U. 
It crossed the three billion 
dollar line for the first time In 1906 
and pahsed two billion I d 1899.

Washington, Nov. 25.— I Special. ] — If 
you 
don’t win you can 
utter your 
“defl.” 
That seems to be the favorite 
method of leading Republicans who 
have returned to Washington and are 
interviewed regarding the late |H)lit- 
ical cataclysm. 
“ TLie Democrats won’t 
dare pass a tariff bill In accordance 
with their declarations,” “ The Demo­ 
crats will produce an industrial revo­ 
lution if they pass a tariff bill such as 
they have advocated.” “ The Democrats 
w ill not dare pass a tariff for revenue 
bill,” and such like statements have 
been filling the papers and quoted from 
men who have so long been in the ma­ 
jority that they do not know what mi­ 
nority means. 


The Third Paragraph. 
There are five paragraphs In the tar­ 
iff plank of the Democratic national 
platform, but to my mind the third 
paragraph is all important at this stage 
of the proceedings. 
It says. “ W e rec­ 
ognize that our system of tariff taxa­ 
tion Is intim ately conuected with the 
business of the country, and we favor 
the ultimate attainm ent of the princi­ 
ples we advocate by legislation that 
w ill not injure or destroy legitimate in­ 
dustry." 
The business people of the United 
States have given more consideration 
to that paragraph and to wbat Presi­ 
dent Elect Wilson has said than to all 
the shouts and denunciations heard on 
the stump and in congress by the ora­ 
tors who wanted to be elected. 
There 
enn l>e very mild tnriff revision under 
that third paragraph. 


One Term Resolution. 
The unfinished business In the sen­ 
ate 
is tlie 
resolution 
proposing an 
amendment to the constitution limiting 
the term of the president to one term 
of six years. 
It lias been debated at 
some length, and It ought to make in­ 
teresting discussion again in view of 
the fact that the Democratic platform 
declares in favor of one term and that 
Mr. Bryan does not intend to let that 
declaration 
be 
forgotten. 
Besides, 
there Is still the possibility of more 
bull mooslng four years hence. 


“The McClellan Democracy.’* 
The mention of George B. McClellan 
for secretary of w ar recalls the time 
when he was the leader of the “ Mc­ 
Clellan Democracy” in the house, a 
party which consisted solely of M c­ 
Clellan. 
lie was the only Democrat 
voting on many questions which came 
before the house. 
Afterward he was 
six years mayor of New York. 
He is 
a Princeton man. and It may be that 
Governor Wilson would look with fa­ 
vor upon him as a member of his cabi­ 
net. 
McClellan would be warm ly wel­ 
comed in Washington. 


Senatorial Deadlocks. 
A ll the time there was doubt about 
the political complexion of different 
state legislatures and attempts were 
being made to show whether the Dem­ 
ocrats would have control of the sen­ 
ate. no one seemed to give a thought 
| as to what would happen In case of 
deadlocks. 
And yet there was all the 
tim e the probability of several legisla­ 
tures being tied up so that there would 
be a number of vacancies. 
It is possible that two seats will de­ 
pend upon the failure of Illinois to 
elect. 
Maine may be tied up because 
the Progressives w ill not vote for E d ­ 
win C. Burleigh, the stand pat caucus 
selection. 
In W est Virginia It is con­ 
ceded that the Progressives have more 
votes than the Republicans and thert 
Is a hot fight between W illiam E d ­ 
wards, the bull mooser lender, and 
D avis Elkins. 
It Is possible that M ich­ 
igan may not elect. 
Thus four seats 
are likely to be vacant, giving the 
Democrats easy control, even If they 
did not have a clear majority of the 
nlnety-sli senators, 


Not Too Close. 
**I do not want to be too close to the 
new administration.” remarked a sen­ 
ator from a southern stute. 
"You see. 
my state is rather close to Washing­ 
ton, and I don't want the whole bunch 
of office seekers on my back telling me 
to get places for them. 
It will l»o bet 
ter If they think that I am not one of 
the 'kitchen cabinet' with a key to the 
back door." 
The probabilities are that mighty few 
men in the senate or elsewhere can lay 
claim to being “ close to the president” 
In the next administration.

Syracuse. N. Y., Nov. 26.— Referring 
to the mention of his name Saturday 
in the testimony of Lindsey L. Jew el 
in the trial of the alleged dynamite 
conspirators at Indianapolis, Janies M. 
Lynch of this city, president of the

made the following statement: 
“ The story as it comes over the 
wire is that a witness named Jew el 
testified that Hoekin, one of the de­ 
fendants, told Jew el that he (Hoekin) 
overheard a conversation between J. 
J. M cNam ara and m yself in the lobby 
of an Indianapolis hotel, in which Mc­ 
N am ara is alleged to have asked m** 
‘W h y don't you fellows pull something 
off on the coast?’ that 1 made a reply 
that was inaudible to Hoekin aud that 
M cNam ara then said, ‘W ell, 
I can 
give you a man that has got the nerve 
If you ran get the money; and that 
M cNam ara and 
I 
walked away 
to­ 
gether. 
“ This story has all the elements of 
sensationalism, both 
by 
implication 
and imputation. 
But the facts are I 
never met M cNam ara in the lobby of 
an Indianapolis hotel or any other ho­ 
tel; that I did not know Jew el aud to 
the best of my recollection never met 
Hoekin. 
"Furtherm ore, 
I 
never 
discussed 
Los Angeles or the ooaBt with M cN a­ 
mara, either in Indianai>oliB or else­ 
where.”

Washington, Nov. 25 -—Congress will 
reconvene a w**ek from today for the 
last short session of Republican con­ 
trol in national legislation. 
Compara­ 
tively few senators and representa­ 
tives have rea* bed Washington, but 
dlscussiou bus been active during the 
last week amoug those early on the 
■eene over plans for the w inter’s work 
and prospects for the special tariff 
session next spring, when all branch* s 
of the government pass Into the hands 
of the Democrats 
W hile the vexing question of the 
tariff is not scheduled for considera­ 
tion this winter the three months of 
the short session w ill be crowded with 
legislative work 
In addition to tie- 
annual 
grist 
of 
appropriation 
bills 
congress will be forced to dispose of u 
quantity of general and special legis­ 
lative matter left pending with ad­ 
journment of the long sesslou in Au- 
just. 
During the early part of the session 
he house will be busy shaping up 
tropriation bills, while the senate is 
Itsposing of the impeachment trial ot 
Judge Robert W . Archbald of the com 
tserce court set to begin Dec. 3. 
Several Important measures will bi­ 
pushed for early action in the s< nate, 
among them the resolution of Senator 
W orks of California to lim it the preti 
dent to a single six year term ; the 
Sbeppurd-Kenyon bill prohibiting the 
shipment 
of liquor into prohibition 
states and the vocational education 
bill of Senator Fags of Vermont. 
The 
bill of Senator Borah creating a de­ 
partment of labor also is scheduled 
for early consideration.

Washington, Nov. 25.— Thirty thou­ 
sand locomotive engine* rs on fifty-two 
Eastern railroads gain a partial vic­ 
tory in their demand for more wages 
under the award announced by the 
bourd of arbitration. 
In its decision, however, the board 
holds that the public, which had no 
voice in the controversy and no choice 
but to abide by the decision, had more 
at stake than either engineers or rail­ 
roads and the report emphasizes the 
necessity of plans to safeguard the 
public against the i>ossibility of a fu­ 
ture strike, whose consequences it de­ 
picts in somber vein. 
“ It would be difficult to exaggerate 
the seriousness of such a calamity,” 
reads the report. 
“ It is safe to say 
that the large cities of the East would 
find the supply of many articles of 
food exhausted within a week. 
Of so 
important a c o m m o d ity as m ilk they 
would have no more than a day’s sup­ 
ply. If a strike of this character last­ 
ed for only a single week the suffer­ 
ing would be beyond our power of de­ 
scription. 
The interests of the public 


b o far exceed those of the parties to a 
controversy as to render the former 
paramount. 
To this paramount inter­ 
est both the railroad operators and 
the employes should submit.” 


Urges W age Commissions. 


To place such a strike beyond the 
realms of probability the board advt* 
cates the creation of federal and state 
wage commissions. 
These commis­ 
sions, the board suggests, should be 
vested with practically the same pow­ 
ers over organized labor as public util­ 
ities commissions now exercise over 
quasi-public corporations. 
“ It is the belief of the board,” con­ 
tinues the decision, “that in the last 
analysis the only solution is to q ua lify 
the principle of free contract in the 
railroad service.” 
From this suggestion P. H. Morris­ 
sey, the representative of the engi 
neers on the board, dissents. 
While the award increases wages on 
some railroads and for some classes 
of service it holds that a general in­ 
crease on all roads is not warranted 
The award dates back to May I last 
and will hold for one year from that 
date. 
Mr. Morrissey, representing the 
engineers, already has indicated doubt 
as to its renewal. 
In the past, with 
several notable exceptions, the con­ 
tracts between the roads and the en­ 
gineers have been renewed annually. 
The attitude of the railroads, as out­ 
lined in a statement by President Dan­ 
iel W illiard of the Baltimore and Ohio 
railroad, who represented 
the rail­ 
roads on the arbitration beard, is like­ 
wise indefinite as to the future. 


Disappoints the Railways. 


“ My acceptance of the award as a 
whole does not signify my approval of 
ail the findings in detail," said Presi­ 
dent Williard. 
He added that, "al­ 
though the award is not such as the 
railroads had hoped for” nor such bb 
they felt justified by the facts, "they 
now accept without question the con­ 
clusion which was reached.” 
The board found that on some roads 
and for certain classes of service the 
compensation was too small and there 
fore Introduced into the award the 
principle of a minimum wage for the 
entire district. 
The 
award, 
which 
dates back to May I last and will 
stand for one year, settles the most 
important 
American 
labor 
dispute 
submitted to arbitration since the an­ 
thracite coal strike in 1902. 
Following are the more important of 
the board’s award: 
In passenger service, a minimum 
wage was granted of $4.25 for IOO 
miles or less; and an overtime rate of 
BO cents per hour with an average 
sp^ed of twenty miles per hour. 
In through freight service a mini­ 
mum was granted of $4.75 per day of 
IOO miles or less, with overtime pro 
rata after ten hours. 
in local freight service 25 cents ad­ 
ditional to the through freight rates 
was granted. 
In switching service a minimum of 
$4.10 per day of ten hours or less was 
granted. 
All existing rates higher than the 
minimum granted by the board are 
continued in force.

FOREIGN TRADE IS GROWING 


W HI Reach Four Billions at End of 
Present Year. 

Nov. 25.—Attainment of 
a four billion dollar foreign trade by 
the United States in 1912 will be one 
of the most noteworthy facts for his­ 
torians to record of the American na­ 
tion at the beginning of tn« new year. 
In announcing the totals of the export 
and import trade of the country for 
the ten months ending with October 
the bureau of domestic and foreign 
commerce stated the

tal by the end of December. 
Its high­ 
est former record was $3,626,000,000 
In 1911. 
It crossed the three billion 
dollar line for the first time in 1906 
and passed two billion in 1899. 


Point to Third Plank of Democratic 
Platform to Support Their Conten­ 
tion-— One Term Bill to Be Fully D is­ 
cussed— McClellan Mentioned For the 
Cabinet— Champ Clark’s Hopes.

The Third Paragraph, 
There are five paragraphs in the tar­ 
iff plank of the Democratic national 
platform, but to my mind the third 
paragraph is all important at this stage 
of the proceedings.

tion is intimately connected with the 
business of the country, and we favor 
the ultimate attainment of the princi 
pies we advocate by legislation that 
will not injure or destroy legitimate in­ 
dustry.” 
The business people of the United 
States have given more consideration 
to that paragraph and to what Prest 
dent Elect Wilson has said than to ail 
the shouts and denunciations heard on 
the stump and in congress by the ora 
tors who wanted to he elected.

can be very mild tariff revision under 
that third paragraph. 


One Term Resolution. 
The unfinished business in the sen­ 
ate is the resolution 
proposing an 
amendment to the constitution limiting 
the term of the president to one term 
of six years. 
It has been debated at 
some length, and it ought to make In­ 
teresting discussion again in view of 
the fact that the Democratic platform 
declares in favor of one term and that 
Mr. Bryan does not intend to let that

forgotten.

there is still the possibility of more 
bull moosing four years hence. 


"The McClellan Democracy.”

less to Check Mad Rush for Exits. 


Bilbao, Spain, Nov. 25.— A terrtMn 
panic was caused by the cry of fire at 
a moving picture show here. 
About 
fifty children and others were killed. 
Only 
one 
woman 
has been 
found 
among the dead. 
The number of in­ 
jured is not known, as most of them 
were taken home by friends. 
The scene of the accident was a 
large circus, which had been convert­ 
ed into a continuous cinematograph 
show. As the price of admittance was 
only 2 cents the building was crowd­ 
ed to Its utmost capacity, for the most 
part with women and children. 
The operator of the machine lost 
his nerve when a film ignited and 
screamed “ fire.” 
He w as able to extinguish the flamer 
without difficulty, but the effect of his 
cry upon the audience was instantan­ 
eous. 
Almost every one within the 
building sprang up. 
Police and at­ 
tendants wore powerless to control the 
panic stricken people and were swept 
away 
by the 
surging mass 
which 
sought to fight a way to the exits 
Scores were knocked down and tram­ 
pled and many were crushed to death 
in the passages from the galleries and 
to the streets. 
The disaster caused frenzied crowds 
to gather outside the building and the 
authorities had great difficulty in car­ 
rying on the work of rescue and ex­ 
tricating the dead and injured from 
the piles of wrecked seats. 
The manager and other employes 
have been arrested and are held pend­ 
ing an inquiry.

In compliance with the Panam a ca­ 
nal act President T aft has issued a proc­ 
lamation announcing the rates of toll 
to he paid 
by the vessels passing 
through the waterway. 
The rates lix- 
« 1 are those recommended by Emery 
It. Johnson, professor of transportation 
and commerce of the University of 
Pennsylvania. 
The 
president, 
after 
long and cureful consideration of the 
data, found no reason for mak ing any 
change in the rates recommended. 
The rate for m erchant vessels carry­ 
ing passengers and enrgo is $1.20 per 
net ton. 
Each 100 cubic feet of earn­ 
ing Rpace In the ship will he accounted 
us n ton. 
Vessels in ballast without 
passengers are to pay 40 per cent 
l ess 
than the rate for vessels with passen­ 
gers and cargo. 
W arships other than transports, col­ 
liers, hospital and supply ships are to 
pay 50 cents per displacement ton. 
Transports and other auxiliaries are to 
pay $1.20 per ton. 
No per capita pas­ 
senger toll will be required. The Suez 
passenger toll Is about $175 for each 
passenger. 


G o v e r n m e n t s to B e N otified. 
The president's proclamation, togeth­ 
er with the rules for the measurement 
of vessels, which are now in course of 
preparation by 1’rofessor Johnson, will 
be transm itted to the various govern­ 
ments with which the United States 
has commercial treaties aud relations. 
F.ight governments will be ask ed to 
translate the proclamation, 
together 
with the rules for measurement, and 
direct the proper officials to prepare 
blank s suitable for the use of ail tner 
chant vessels that may pass through 
the canal. 
The government will be 
ask ed also to direct the measurement 
of vessels that will ¡mss through the 
canal, so that the proper papers nmv 
be shown to the canal authorities when 
the ship arrives at either terminal. 
T he rates approved by the president 
are practically the same as the reduced 
rates agreed on for the Sues canal, 
I11* ! which will go into effect in 11)13. 
The Suez rate per ton on merchant 
vessels is to be reduced 50 centimes, or 
to dVi francs, which Is the equivalent 
of $1.200 (one dollar and tw enty and 
six-tenths cents). 
On w ar vessels the 
Panam a rates are som ewhat higher 
than those of the Suez canal. 
It is estimated by Professor Johnson 
that the rates decided upon will pro­ 
duce enough revenue at the end of teu 
years, or in 1025. to pay the cost of 
operation and maintenance, the gov­ 
ernm ent and sanitation of the canal 
zone. Interest on the capital invested 
In the canal and the annual payment 
of $250,00D to the republic of Panam a 
and to place $3.750.000 in a sink ing 
fund toward the ultimate amortization 
of the Investment in the project 
Solf S u s t a i n i n g In T w e n t y Y e a rs, 
According to Professor Johnsou's re­ 
port. tho Panam a canal should be upon 
a self sustaining basis in twenty years.

and to place $3,750,000 In a sinking 
fund toward the ultimate amortization 
of the Investment in the project. 


Self Sustaining In T w e n ty Years. 
According to Professor Johnson’s re­ 
port, tho Panam a canal should Lh; upon 
a self sustaining basis in twenty years. 
Ile said that it should compete suc­ 
cessfully with the Suez route for the 
traffic of Europe with South American 
west coast points and with N e w Zea­ 
land, but could not be expected to com- 
I*ete successfully for Europe’s trade to 
tho far east. 
Taking the estimates of the canal 
commission for the expenses of opera­ 
tion and maintenance of the canal and 
for the improvements held to be neces­ 
sary at the end of a decade. Professor 
John-, a figures that the rate per net 
ton tan be reduced at the end of ten 
years to $1. 
The Johnson report shows th a t a for­ 
eign traffic of about 9.000.000 tons may 
be expected through the canal in its 
first two years of operation, a traffic 
of more than I 1,000,000 tons in 1920 
nnd 14.000,000 tons In 1925. 
Although

final. Professor Johnson declared that 
an Increase of OO per cent a decade in 
tonnage could be looked for. 
American coastwise shipping was ex­ 
empted from toil payment by congress.
